SPRAINS. 


Whj They ATO So Severe and How They 


Should Be Treated. 


It is commonly said that a sprained 


joint is worso than n broken bone, and 
tbis is often true, for in a severe sprain 
tbo injury is really grenter than in a 
simple fracture. 
Tho ankle IB perhaps 


tlio most frequently sprained of all the 
joints, though tho knee, elbow and 
wrist nro also vary liable to bo injured, 
in lulls especially. 


A sprain of a joint varies greatly iu 


severity. It may consist of a simple 
wrench, without tho tearing of any of 
the ligaments, or it may be a more ex- 
tensivo injury, stopping just short of a 
dislocation. 


Iu a moderately severe cose 0110 or 


lioro of tha ligaments o£ tho joint will 
bo torn slightly, or possibly completely 
across. Tho membrane beneath the lig- 
aments, which retains the lubricating 
fluid of tlio joiut, will be ruptured, per- 
mitting tbo esoapo of more or less of 
this fluid into the parts about, aud giv- 
ing rise sometimes to n considerable 
swelling, This swelling my be increas- 
ed also by an olt'uaiou of fluid into the 
joint, especially if inflammation sets in, 
and finally there is usually a slight or 
even sometimes a quite pronounced es- 
cope of blood into tbo tissues, and tbis, 
gradually working to tho surface, ap- 
pears as a black find blue stain. 


In more severe cases the tendons pass- 


ing over Ibo joint ami attaching the 
muscles which niovo it to tho bones may 
suffer considerable damage, or one of 
thorn may bo broken or torn from its at- 
tachment, bringing with it o sliver of 
bone, 
Whore so much harm has been 


done to nil tho pnrts—bones, ligaments, 
tondoust and muscles—it i» easy to un- 
derstand that much pain will result and 
that tho onto will bo tedious. 


In tbo treatment of a sprain the first 


thing to bo aimed at is to relieve pain 
aud prevent inflammation, then to favor 
healing of tho torn structures, and after 
that to restore the use of the limb. 


Tho first of these objects is accom- 


plished by absolute rest o? tho injured 
p.U't, tlio limb boiug raised, nnd by lead 
tuul opium warfh, a spirit lotion, or snob, 
othor local applications as tlio physician 
may proscribe. Swelling is prevented in 
a incusuro anil puiu is sometimes ro- 
luivoil by firm bnudngiug with a flan- 
nol bandage. 


"When tho swelling, beat and pain 


nro gone, tho limb should not bo used 
too soon, but should bo brought gradu- 
ally buck to health by cold douching, 
dry rubbing in it direction toward tbo 
body unrl paasivu motion. It is some- 
times ueci-sfliry in very hsvero cases to 
tn .it tin; lipiaiu by mean'! of splint", ex- 
actly as if it woro u Iructuro ur disloca- 
tion'.— VouUi's Uompuuiou.

Paris is probably tho only city iu the 


world which luis trees that bloom twice 
a yciir habitually. 
These an; the horse 


chestnuts. 
There uro 17,000 of them 


planted iu tho squares ami nloug the 
boulevards, nnd 20,000 bnttomvoods. 
The trees in Paris are numbered, just 
like tho people, the cabs, the animals, 
tho lampposts and the matches. 
These 


horse chestnuts have only been doing 
this trick for about five years, ami only 
sotiio of them have made a practice of 
it. These die, or apparently die, iu the 
latter part of July, and all tho leaves 
fall olY. 
A mouth or so afterward they 


all coma out into flower agaiuaud little 
green leaves shoot forth continually un- 
til they uro nipped by the first frost. 
There is a reasou for this, and the sci- 
entists worked over the matter for a 
long time to be able to explain it. 
Briefly and unscientifically the trees 
lose their leaves because they are at 
tacked by a little fungus which is blown 
upon them by the wind; then, being 
still full of sap, they start to put forth 
laavcs all over again.
